Of tho decedents In December, eleven 


were males and nineteen females; twen- 
y-nine whites and one colored; nineteen 
ingle, three married, six widowed, two 
divorced, and one whose marital condition 
was not given. One was under one monlh 
•Id, seven over one month and under one 
year, one fiver, one year and under five 
•ears, three between fivo and twenty, olx 
between twenty anfl forty, three between 
'orty and sixty, three between sixty and 
Jighty,' and six over eighty. The oldest 
was ninety years old, and the average age 
;htrty-elght years, three months and two 
days. Seventeen were natives of Newport, 
six of Iho United Stales, not Including 
Rhode Island; six of foreign countries, and 
one whose native land was uot given. Six 
died in the First ward, four In the Second, 
six in the Third, sis in the Fourth, six in 
tho Fifth, one at the Newport Hospital and 
one at the Training Si at ion. Two bodfcs 
were brought to Newport for Interment.

Apprentice* to b« Trained on the Pacific 


Gout. 


The steady demand for sailors to man 


the ships at tbo new navy has made It 
necessary lo establish a. new training Ela- 
tion. Boys arc to be trained at San Fran- 
cisco after tbe system followed »t tbe 
Newport Institution, from which tbe ma- 
jority of the peltj- officers on tho home 
Beet have been furntibed. 
. 


It was Admiral I<uce who conceived the 


Idea of establishing a training station 
where boys should be educated in prlnury 
branches and the duties ot first-class sea 
men before the Toast of ibe old-time 
frigates and square-rigged men-of-war. 
When steel ehlps made tbelr appetrance 
the course was changed to meet tho re- 
quEreoients of vessels wbtch bad no call 
power but innumerable engines, anil on 
which tbo greater portion of tbe crew'was 
needed to attend to the guns ratber than 
lo handle the ship. The course at New- 
port Is now so arranjed that when appren- 
tices are Bent from It to ships In active 
commission tbey arc fitted to perform all 
the duties ot sailors who bave sailed Ibe 
teas for years, and know more about the 
mechanism of tbo big guns, the dynamite 
batteries 
and tbe torpedoes than old 


lackles who scorn the new-fangled ap- 
pliances of modern war vessels. 


In establishing the new naval station tbe 


plan Is to pattern It after tbat now located 
at Newport, although It will bave fewer 
facilities for a sajentlnc course of Instruc- 
tion. The Pacific coast ban been selected 
as tbe most available section for Ihe sta- 
tion, and Congress has appropriated suf- 
ficient money with which to begin. Kor 
the present the training will be confined 
to service on a ship, but later it Is ex- 
pected that quartern will be established 
ashore, and a small Institution on the 
lines of that at Newport will be built up, 
to which all boys enlisting for the navy 
on that coast v/111 be sent for instruction 
previous to assignment to regular sea- 
going vessels. 


Within a few days the old wooden 


cruiser Adams, which became conspicuous 
a few years ago through tbe action of her 
commander In sailing in under Ihe guns of 
a German war vessel and threatening to 
rake It fore and aft If German sailors were 
landed on Samoa, Is to leave San Fran- 
cisco \vlth Iho first detachment of IDS boys 
for a cruise, probably as far west as 
Hawaii, aud thence back to the lower Cal- 
ifornia coast.

Tho commanding 
officers of all ships on which apprentices 
form part of tho crew havo reported that 
In nearly all Instances the 
Newport- 


trained boys ranke the most efficient petty 
officers, and are invariably selected for 
such posts because ot their proficiency In 
gunnery, general conduct, and ability to 
work Ihe most intricate'part of the new- 
guns and machinery.

THE MON'COOSK WAR IX JAMAICA. 


One of the greatest sufferers from im- 


nortcil pests during the last quarter of n 
century has been Jamaica. To rid the Isl- 
and of the black and brown rals thai 
uere destroying the sugar-cane and other 
crops, the mongoose was brought from 
India In 1S72. The result was disastrous. 
The mongoose multiplied with frightful 
rapidity, destroying the rats, then preying 
upon poultry and even ptgs, lambs and 
puppies, and 
apparently 
exterminating 


the hirdF, with tbo harmless lizards and 
f,cakes that hail kept down the ticks and 
oihcr troublesome Insi^cla. 
It devoured 


tho croi«s of fruit and vegetables and even 
rivalled the former ravages of the rat In 
Its destruction of sugar-cane. With the 
disappearance of ihe reptiles, tho ticks in- 
creased alarmingly, not only swarming on 
cattle but becoming a plague to the hu- 
man race, and these with1 the mongoose 
have long held the field In the etrangc bat- 
tic for supremacy. A nev phase In the 
simple is now reported by Professor J. 
E. Uuerdon, Curator cf the Museum of 
Jamaica. In recent months the mongoose 
has been noticeably fewer In numbers, 
and those caught bave been found to be 
suffering from attack* of the ticks, f 
ties of birds and reptiles supposed to have 
been exterminated bare appeared. The 
moat striking: change rceros to be the 
abundance of the ground lizard, recently 
supposed extinct, but makes are more nu- 
merous, game Is increasing, poultry

fresh relays of men when the terms of 
thoso serving on ships nit a died to the 
Asiatic anil Pacific fleets have expired. 
Ships attached to both tho Pacific and 
China fleets have heretofore depended al- 
most entirely upon drafts of men sent 
out from the east coast for their crews, 
as the recruiting stations at San Francisco 
have been found wholly inadequate to sup- 
ply the demands of tho vessels. Thou- 
sands of dollars have been expended 
yearly to defray the expenses of trans- 
porting tho men. 


With the continued Increase In the di- 


mensions of our warships, It has become 
plainly evident that for every two 
three bat lie-ships now authorized 
the

least-1,000 additional men to man them. 
The crews of such ships as the Towa 
anil Kcamrgo will each comprise nearly 
five hundred men, while the fleet of tor- 
pedo boa I g and the nine cruisers on the 
ways at various shipyards will call for 
from fifty to two hundred, men each. U 
Is suggested that, as there U ft decided 
tendency on the part of each Congress now 
to make liberal provision for building up 
the navy, it would be advisable to au- 
thorize an Increase in the number of ap- 
prentices.

But 
Ills love-making is Interrupted by the an- 
nouncement of the grrival of. bis niece, 
the Princess 1-iydla, whose noble rank Is 
thus first revealed to Vladimir, who fears 
recognition in his . disguise.

by telllns the princess that Fatinltza Is 
her lover Vladimir's sister. ' The general 
commends K&tlnllza to the. princess and 
goes off to inspect the troops.
